‘here! Whoop! Hallo!” 


Despite Green’s small, fragile stature, 
he seems as large as the fearsome ghost 
of Christmas present and as inhuman as 
his dead partner Marley, who is bound 
in heavy chains. But as the play 
progresses his countenance changes. He 
is not the dogged Scrooge he had been. 
His shoulders droop in shame at his 
cruel past. His eyes are kind and clear. 
And finally he ‘‘flutters and glows with 
good intentions.” 


Another strength in the Valley Center 
production is the children. Unlike many 
university productions, the theater has 
access to a whole range of ages for their 
cast members. The children in “A 
Christmas Carol’’ enhance the 
Christmas spirit, particularly at the 
beginning when children come to 
Scrooge’s office caroling and Scrooge 
scoots them on their way. 


Despite many of the problems that 
always plague community theaters “A 
Christmas Carol” is a delightful play. It 
is showing at 8 p.m. Dec. 20-23. Admis- 
sion is $2.50 for adults, $2 for students 
and $1 for children under 12.

Jane Doe’s image has never been favorable. But she 
has made progress in Utah County. 

Mrs. Doe and her three young children are welfare 
recipients living anywhere in District Three — Utah, 
Wasatch, and Summit counties. She doesn’t drive a 
fancy car or spend money on drink; she isn’t black. Her 
children aren't illegitimate. 

Many commonly accepted myths about welfare 
recipients are not applicable to the Doe family. Welfare 
is new to her and she is aware of the negative feelings 
many people will have toward her. 


” 


“There’s a lot of stigma involved,” says Roy Higgins, 
ae Services ETRE (employment-training- 
rehabilitation-education) supervisor. “‘She feels guilty. 
She fee she’s got to get off assistance, got to go to 
work. 


Mrs. Doe represents approximately 8,600 persons on 


welfare, 4.8 percent of the area’s population. 


Many reasons 


Chances are, Mrs. Doe, one of 2.5 million mothers of 
welfare families (most of whom head families with no 
able-bodied male present) could have found herself on 
the roll for a variety of reasons — little or no job ex- 
perience, physical disability, a husband refusing to sup- 


port his family, a lack of jobs in her field of training. 


“She isn't black. Her children 
aren't illegitimate.” 


? 


“People always feel bad,” Higgins says. “I’ve known 
some who won’t take food stamps because they feel 
looked down on.” But life is looking up for Mrs. Doe and 
her children. She is carrying out a plan that should, 
within a year’s time, get her off “the dole” and into the 
job market. 

Mrs. Doe will learn a skill — typing, bookkeeping, 
auto mechanics (almost ae Sn chooses). Chances 
are very good in Utah County that she will be hired. 

Total employment in Utah County reached an all 
time high in October (according to figures released by 
Job Service Manager LeRue Thurston Nov. 27) of 72,464 
— up 3,890 from October 1976. The county population is 
currently estimated at 179,500. 

Thurston said county employers have added 3,019 
new jobs to their payrolls during the past 12 months. 
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sign with WIN. 

The local Job Service office, through WIN supervisor 
Dean Mason, will either place Mrs. Doe in on-the-job- 
training, in a Public Service Job, or in a work experience 
program. 

If she receives on the job training, WIN will reimburse 
her employer 50 percent of her wage and will provide any 
tools or special clothing. After six months, Mason says, 
Mrs. Doe will probably be hired permanently. 

On the other hand, if Mrs. Doe is placed in Public Ser- 


vice, WIN will pay 100 percent of her wage. However,

“We like the employer to pay something,’’ Mason says. 
“That way they take an interest in their employee.’ 
For work experience with a non-profit employer, Mrs. 
Doe would be paid $3.50 a day for “training related ex- 
erience,”’ including travel, lunch and other expenses, 
ason explains. 


Capabilities 


A WIN worker (on work experience) in the Provo Job 
Service office can work as a clerk, receptionist, 
secretary, janitor, ‘“‘anything depending on their 
capabilities.” Workers for local city governments have 
worked a variety of jobs, from road repair to garbage 
collection, Mason says. 


basics,”’ such as how to get along-with fellow workers 
and supervisors and how to “‘show up for work on time, 


putting in a full eight hours. Some of these people have 


never worked a day in their life before.” 


WIN operates on a “fairly tight budget,’’ Mason says, 
adding quickly, ‘‘kind of really tight.” An ‘X’ amount of 
Federal funds, “held constant,” supports the WIN 
program, he adds, yet costs (of clothing, tools, upkeep, 
etc.) go up. 

“We have enough to operate on but we have to be 
careful. There’s not enough money to give everyone 
everything he wants.” 


Day care. 


Mrs. Doe will probably work in the WIN program for 
one year. During that time, if necessary, her children 
can be cared for at a licensed Day Care Center, with all 
or part of the cost covered by Family Services. 

Last year, ‘well over 500” WIN workers were placed, 
making the local WIN program “one of the top in the

Mason explains the purpose behind WIN is “to ge 
pene employed and off the welfare rolls so they can 
ecome self-sustaining.” 


“There’s a certain security there (on welfare) even 
though it’s not much to live on. Some people might go 
half hungry if they got that security,” he explains. 


Changes 


Speaking of a small percentage of welfare recipients, 
who know no other way of life, Mason says welfare 
provides security because their “needs are taken care of, 
even if they have to scrape and live half a life — if I can 
put it that way — at least (the ey is) there. Getting 
off welfare means changing a way of life, even changing 
the friends they keep.’ 


“Some of these people have 
never worked a day in their life 
before.” : 


“Trregardless of what people think, you’re not getting 
rich on welfare. You’re just barely getting by, yest 
barely.” The “get-rich-on-welfare”’ myth is a “‘bunch of 


” 


nonsense,” he asserts. 

To help keep her mind on her job, financial, marriage, 
or almost any type of counseling is available to Mrs. 
Doe. The supportive services offered by Family Service 
social workers are geared toward making the family as 
stable as possible, supervisor Higgins says. 

Should Mrs. Doe refuse to participate in the WIN 
program, or should her husband refuse, counseling 
would take on a new meaning. “We occasionaly run into 
a man not motivated — and some women are the same. 
We’ve run into people who don’t want to work,” Higgins 
says. 


Paperwork 


Should Mrs. Doe decide to stay on welfare despite 
WIN, she could probably do so by applying several 
“tricks of the trade,’ Higgins explains. She could lose 
herself in a “‘maze of agencies and paperwork — making 
no waves, no sounds,” or she could continually “blow 
WIN job interviews. Claiming medical problems, which 
often take months to verify, also postpones the transi- 
tion from welfare to work. 

Because the law states the family breadwinner, if he is 
receiving assistance payments, must register and com- 
ply with WIN, Family Services and Job Service can 
sanction anyone who does not, Higgins says. The sanc- 
tion cuts off all assistance payments cash flow to the 
home. 

All bills — utilities, rent, food stamps, etc. — are paid 
directly by Family Services through vendor payments, 
he explains. Persons sanctioned are called in for ‘“‘inten- 
sive counseling,” which hopefully will persuade them to 
work with WIN. 


Feeding dependency 
“Some feel it’s (vendor payments) good, that it works. 
Sometimes it does. Others feel like all we’ve done is take 
over financial control from the head of the household, 
that we’re just feeding into the dependency.” 


“Getting off welfare means 
changing a way of life, even 
changing the friends they keep.” 


Mason says he is not sure vendor payments, used only 
as a last resort, are the answer for those who refuse to 
work but he knows of no other alternatives. Eventually, 
he says, vendor payments “get to be a drag. It gets some 
off their dead end, others it doesn’t work for.” 

There is a seven day appeal period for persons about 
to be sanctioned, Mason‘explains, during which 95 per- 
cent of the decisions to sanction are overturned. The 
only cases that go through involve “‘those who don’t con- 
tact me,’ Mason says. 

If a person is vendored a second time, he is no longer 
considered in the assistance payment grant. Sanctioned 
a third time, “he’s out of the grant completely” and off 
general assistance, but another member of the family 
can then apply for welfare, Mason says. 


Cooperation 


orate poopie 
they failed,”’ Mason says. ‘““The majority feel they have 
cooperated” with WIN supervisors and social workers. 

Mrs. Doe isn’t the typical welfare recipient — there 
aren’t any, Mason believes. Some are young married 
couples, many are single women, a number are unwed 
mothers with little or no job experience. 

“Welfare has been a sort of whipping boy in the 
public eye,”’ Family Service Director Hloyd Taylor says. 
“It’s my experience that most people prefer to be work- 
ing, especially if they have to support a family.”

These two reasons ac- 
count for many of the 
problems faced by 
groups in the area. 

According to K. 
Newell Dayley, director 
of the BYU Entertain- 
ment Division, ‘‘one 
reason groups have a 
hard time making 
money along the 
Wasatch Front is 
because of the Mormon 
attitude that talents 
should be shared freely.” 

Wages also remain low 
because of the Right to 
Work Law in the state of 
Utah. Under this law, 
employees do not have to 
be members of the un- 
ion, the American 
Federation of Musicians, 
in order to work.

The top ten local news stories of 1977 
have been chosen by the Monday 
Magazine editors. Stories were chosen 
on the basis of local interest and effect 
upon Utah County. 

- Chosen for first place was the execu- 
tion of convicted murderer Gary 
Gilmore on January 18. He shocked the 
nation and stirred controversy and emo- 
tion when he asked to be executed for 
the murder of two BYU students. After 
much debate and delay, Gilmore finally 
got his wish, and was executed by a fir- 
ing squad at the Utah State Prison. 


The year’s drought was rated the 
second most important story. Extremely 
dry weather forced Utah residents to 
practice water conservation measures, 
and ski resort owners lost millions of 
dollars as their slopes remained bare. 


Debate still continues on the third 
story, the Heritage Mountain ski resort 
project. The possible effects of the resort 
on the community are still a topic of 
speculation and Provo Mayor Russell 
Grange attributed his defeat in part to 
his support of the project. The story was 
part of last year’s top 10, but.it was then 
known as the Four Seasons project. 

The Provo city election ranked as the 
fourth most significant local story. The 
city commission will receive a transfu- 
sion of new blood in January when 
Mayor-elect Jim Ferguson and 
Commissioner-elect Anagene Meecham 


take office. Ferguson defeated incum- 


bent Russell Grange by gaining 56.7 per- 
cent of the vote and Meecham, a dark 
horse, took a commanding lead in the 
primaries and won with 58.1 percent in 
the final election. 


The fifth story was a heart-breaking, 
yet inspiring sports event. All of Utah 
suffered. when quarterback Gifford 
Nielsen, BYU’s big hope for the 
Heisman trophy, tore the ligaments in 
his knee and ended his college career in 
an Oct. 8 game at Oregon State. 
However, sophomore Marc Wilson, 
much to the surprise and delight of 
everyone, proved he could come through 
and do the unexpected. The week after 
Nielsen’s injury, he broke a WAC record 
for touchdown passes in one game with

seven tosses into the end zone for 332 
yards against Colorado State. _ 

The sixth story of the year was the 
controversy over Utah Chief Federal 
Judge Willis Ritter. A source of debate 
for years, his position was challenged 
twice. in 1977. The: House Judiciary 
Committee recommended a third 
judgeship for the state, which would 
force Ritter out as chief judge. The 
Justice Department filed a writ of man- 
damus asking that Ritter be removed 
from all federal cases. Final action has 
not been taken on either move. 


The year’s seventh biggest story was 
on the appointment of BYU law 
professor Monroe McKay to become 
10th Circuit Court Judge, the second 
Utahn ever to be named to the position. 
The appointment, made by President 
Carter, was criticized because the Utah 
Bar Commission ranked Salt Lake at- 
torney David Watkiss at the top of the 


list of nominations. Time magazine 


charged that McKay’s brother Gunn 
McKay, Utah Democratic represen- 
tative, influenced the President's deci- 
sion. McKay was sworn in December 3. 

Ranked as the eighth local story of the 
year was the administrative shake-up at 
the Utah State Mental Hospital last 
February. A legislative audit revealed 
poor management techniques and a sur- 
plus of many supplies, including a 13- 
year supply of crushed pineapple and a 
three-year supply of sliced pineapple, 
giving rising to the name ‘Pineapple 
Scandal.” The hospital’s superinten- 
dent, Dr. Roger S. Kiger, was eventually 


replaced. 


The 23 tragic deaths on Utah 
Highway 91 were ranked as the ninth 
story of 1977. The deaths of an eight- 
member California family on August 26 
focused national attention on a 
dangerous section of the highway near 
Levan. 

The construction of the Osmonds’ 
multi-million dollar studio in Orem was 
chosen as the tenth story of 1977. Film- 
ing of the “Donny and Marie Show” 
began November 11, with dedication 
ceremonies November 1.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Some 
therapists say up to 75 percent of their 
Mormon patients are women, many of 
whom suffer from low self-image and 
lack of fulfillment outside the home. 

Therapists interviewed said persons 
with psychological problems would 
likely have them regardless of religion, 
but that religious beliefs often intensify 
emotional conflicts. 

They also said the incidence of Mor- 
mons seeking counseling is no greater 
than for members of other religions, but 
that strict standards and the traditional 
role given women make some problems 
more difficult for Mormons to handle. 


LDS women 


A Salt Lake psychiatrist and Mormon 
said of LDS women: 

‘In this community, they have a 
stronger need than most to conform to 
the ideal example of what a Mormon 
woman should be. I call this the Mother 
of Zion Syndrome.” 

The psychiatrist, who asked not to be 
identified, said the syndrome includes 
“staying at home and not holding a job, 
or being a good mother — always home 
for the children — and supporting the 
husband in any calling he might have in 
the church.” 

He said that while many Mormon 
women accept that role, those who don’t 
often feel guilty or inadequate. 

Victor Cline, a Mormon and clinical 
psychologist, echoed that opinion, say- 
ing “some Mormon women have real 
problems of low self-image. And I think 
the reason why is that they set such high 
expectations for themselves.” 

He said he doesn’t see the problem as 


much in Mormon men, who he said most 


i 


often seek counseling for marital 
problems and depression. 

Of the half-dozen therapists inter- 
viewed — all of whom were Mormons — 
all but Cline declined to be identified. 
Si be an economic disaster,” one 
said. 


Counseling service 


The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints provides counseling by lay 
bishops and professional care by LDS 
Social Services for members who seek it. 

The church and some private 
therapists differ on the causes of 
emotional problems. 

“T think the Mormon religion can be 
very supportive to a great number of 
people and they live with it rather com- 
fortably,” said one psychiatrist. “But I 
think neurotic persons live with their 
Mormon religion in a very painful way.”

Another said the difficulty some Mor- 
mons experience in coping with the de- 
mands of their church is no greater than 
“in other fundamentalist religions.” 


Harold Brown, commissioner of LDS 
Social Services and a bishop, said he is 
aware of therapists who believe Mormon 
theology creates problems for members. 

“The only thing I would say is that we 
as LDS believe the church standards

weren’t set by us. We believe in revela- 


. tion and that the Lord set the standards, 


and in the long run, that’s the best for 
individuals,’ Brown said. “We don’t feel 
inclined or that it’s wise to change the 
standards to ease conscience. I think you 
ease conscience by adhering to stan- 
dards.” 
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Church leaders stress the importance 
of the family and obedience to ec- 
clesiastical authority administered by 
the church’s male-only priesthood. They 
also teach that men holding the 
priesthood are entitled through prayer 
to receive divine guidance for their 
families and that wives should remain ‘at 
home to raise their children. 

Many Mormon women who undergo 
therapy believe, incorrectly, that they 
are the only LDS women having 
problems, said one psychiatrist, who es- 
timates 60 percent of his patients are 
Mormons. 

“There have been a lot of LDS 
bishops’ wives who have had to seek 
treatment because they are in a par- 
ticularly peculiar position,” he said. 
“They find themselves unable to relate 
éven to other women in the ward. 
They’ve got to play the special role and 
are really shut off. 

“Other Mormon women can talk 
among themselves a bit more, but. the 
bishop’s wife can’t,” he added. “And she 
can’t complain to her husband, because 
he’s the bishop.” 


Feel overburdened 


Another psychiatrist, who estimated 
90 percent of his patients are Mormons, 
said some women feel overburdened at 
home because of their husbands’ church 
activities. 

“The man is gone just as much as an 
alcoholic.” He said they complain, “but 
he is doing the work of the Lord.“ 

Some private therapists said they see 
possible conflicts in counseling at LDS 
Social Services. 

“It’s pretty hard to mix professional 
counseling with ecclesiastical counsel- 
ing,” said one. 

A 51-year-old mother of four currently 
undergoing therapy in Salt Lake said 
she did just that. “I went to my bishop 
and told him I was having some family 
crises, and he said, ‘Let me know if there 
is a change in your status and, by the 
way, we have another job for you,’ ” she 
said. She later sought private 
professional help. 

“Practically everyone who comes to us 
comes to us with the knowledge of their 
bishop,” Brown said of the patients 
treated at LDS Social Services. “What 
we know, he usually knows. It’s rare that 
a client we see is unwilling at all to have 
it shared with the bishop.” 

He said he had no idea without check- 
ing records the percentage of women 
treated compared to men, or if the num- 
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ber is increasing. 


Guilt about seeking professional help 
plagues some Mormons, said one psy- 
chiatrist. “They have been told that if 
they just live the gospel, just live their 
religion, they wouldn’t have a need for a 
psychiatrist. So they do feel guilty about 
it,’ he said. 

But he said he is aware of church 
General Authorities who “‘are very sup- 
portive’’ of members who seek counsel- 
ing. 

“There are some General Authorities 
in particular, who are’ much more 
helpful this way,” he said, adding he has 
treated members of high church of- 
ficials’ families. He declined to name 
the General Authorities. 

“There isn’t a big objection on the 
higher levels,” he said of therapy and 
the church. “It’s more down on the lower 
levels.” 


Marriage counseling 


The therapists interviewed said they 
performed marriage counseling for Mor- 
mon couples. One said their differences, 
like those of nonmember couples, were 
sexual, financial and religious, in that 
order. 

Some troubled Mormon couples 
married in one of the church’s temples 
feel locked in, said one psychiatrist, 
“because they have this deep convicion 
that their marriage has been sealed for 
time and eternity and they begin to feel 
that, ‘Gosh, if we can’t solve our 
problems here, can we solve them later 
on?

However, he said temple marriage — 
which Mormons believe is for eternity — 
“imereases the motivation to work things 
through.” 

In fact, he said, ‘I’ve seen some cou- 
ples for whom divorce is totally un- 
thinkable, and they will endure enor- 
mous hardships to work this thing 
through...But there’s a lot of suffering 
that goes with that.” 

The therapists said the problems of 
their Mormon patients usually go deeper 
than religion. But one added, “Religion 
is a major influence in people’s lives, 
and it will crop up regardless of the 
faith.”
